Thompson will provide tips on where and how to best plant the trees, and how to care for them. 

There will also be a free seeds and plant exchange, ecology activities for kids, and live music. 

 

At 11 am, Mayor Pete Buttigieg will be on hand as a proclamation is read declaring South Bend 

an official Tree City USA. 

 

“Earth Day and Arbor Day, April 22 and 24, respectively, were established to help promote 

public education regarding the environment,” Mayor Buttigieg says. “Thanks to our Parks and 

Recreation Department and committed local organizations, the City is able to participate in way 

that makes a tangible, positive contribution to the community.”
